Hamburg 

The  Hamburg  market  for  American  ajig^les  continues  to  show  strength,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  received  j.n  the  Foreigfl  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics  from  Mr.  Edvin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in 
Europe.    Most  barreled  varieties  and  all  boxed  varieties  offered  on  the  Ham- 
burg auction  on  Thursday,  January  31,  brought  better  prices  than  those  pre- 
vailing last  week.    Total  quantities  offered  this  week  were  4,500  barrels  ^nd 
66,200  boxes  as  compared  with  4,000  barrels  and  72,100  boxes  last  week. 


Virginia  ■.'/inesaps  in  good  condition  ranged  from  $7.62  to  $8.81  per 
barrel  against  $7.15  to  $8.34  last  "-eck,  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2^  inch  stock. 
Oregon  Spitzenbergs  brought  $3.10  to  $3.57  against  $2.86  to  $3.10  last  ^eek.

The  Copenhagen  auction  on  Tuesday,  January  29,  paid  from  $6.55  to  $6.79 
per  barrel  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2^  inch  Yorks  as  a^rainst  $7.30  to  $7.42  in  Liver- 
pool on  Thursday,  January  31.     Extra  Fancy  Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  in  Copenhagen 
ranged  from  $2.86  to  ^^2.98  as  against  s^2.96  to  $3.16  in  Liverpool  and  $2,68 
to  $2.98  in  Hamburg.
